Far East Matters Are Only 


Problems Left for Arms 


Conference to Consider 


Washington — The final plenary 
session of the Washington conference 
is planned for Saturday 
Following that, on Monday with 


solemn ceremony at the state depart- 
ment, the conference delegates will 
attach their signatures to the various 
tieaties arising from 
the 
parley— 
treaties to bring peace in the Far East 
and to lay-the ground work for gen- 
eral world peace. 
An enlargement of the scope of the 


four power Pacific treaty came to 
light Thursday when it was stated 
that notes are being exchanged be- 
tween the four powers' representa- 
tives with the Portuguese and Dutch, 
stating in substance that for all prac 
tical purposes their countries are in 
eluded in the treaty 
The 21 demands were to be disposed 


of at Thursday afternoon's session of 
the Far Eastern committee. 
The Far Eastern treaties are ready. 


It had been previously stated that 
there would be two such -treaties but 
it was said Thursday by the British 
spokesman that three documents will 
be drawn 
The first will embody the 


Root principles on "open door" and 
respect foe Chinese integrity; the sec 
ond will deal with Chinese customs: 
and the third will embody the Root 
resolution against special privileges 
and spheres of influence in China,.

AFTERMATH OF WAR

recollection of inordinate prices after 
the war when the government let go 
and ceased regulation. The administra- 
tion knows that fewr things come closer 
home than the price of sugar and it is 
therefore anxious to work out a com 
promise that will satisfy the Cuban su 
gar producers and the farmers and 
will tiot rouse the iro of the public as 
ja, whole.

both producers and refiners—are of the

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REFUNDING THE FOREIGN DEBT 


AND A BONUS 


The senate has passed the bill to pro- 


vide for refunding the foreign debt grow- 
ing out of the Avar, which amounts in 
figures to eleven billion dollars. The gov- 
ernment is left practically free to deter- 
mine the conditions and nature of the re- 
funded obligations, except that the date 
of maturity must not be more than 25 
vears. Amendments providing for the 
payment of the soldier's bonus were voted 
down." One of these sought to apply the 
interest on the allied loan to 'the bonus, 
and the other provided for a direct pay- 
iucnt from the treasury. 
The vote on the 


bonus was practically a party line-up, the 
'Democrats favoring and the Republicans

HOW EUROPE CAN PAY 


The difficulties wjiich stand in the way 


of making it possible for European na- 
tions indebted to the United States to dis- 
charge their obligations have not been 
surmounted. Various proposals have been 
made, from cancellation to fundihg of the 
debts in long term securities, but they 
have not offered a method by which. Eu- 
rope can undertake to discharge its in- 
debtness and at the same time restore it- 
self to a solvent and going concern. How 
to get the surplus gold which is a burden 
'to "us out of the United States and into 
the European nations whose credit is 
shattered and whose reserves are exhaust- 
ed is a process -which our financiers, our 
economists, our experts, have not been 
able to define. 


Absolutely no practical way has yet 


been devised for collecting our, foreign 
debt. 
AVe both desire the money that is 


-owing 'to us and to see Europe get on its 
feet again. 
The former seems to stand 


iu the way of the latter, that is why we 
have had suggestions of partial debt 
cancellation.- There is no good reason, 


capital. 


The debt refunding measure is recom- 


mended as a sound business policy. We 
do not think the public generally will 
share with Senator Johnson his apprehen- 
sion that we shall. become involved in 
European controversies if the bonds of for- 
eign governments are put in the hands of- 
Americans. It is true that in Europe it- 
self loans floated by one government in 
another country generally result'in com- 
plications and are the source of frequent 
embarrassment, but that is the European 
system, where every transaction of this 
character has a political significance andv 
-where it is impossible to divorce interna- 
tional relations/ whether social, financial 
or economic, from politics. Our foreign 
relations are not of this type and \vhen 
they concern business they are confined to 
business. 
Giving the allies 25 years in 


•which to pay their obligations does not, 
of course, solve the debt problem nor does 
it mean that we shall get our money in 
that time. There is still the interest to be 
considered and the capacity to pay the 
principal, which is improbable. Neverthe- 
less, it is sensible to have a definite under- 
standing with the countries which owe us 
and to let them know what we expect of 
'them.

it appear, that the .administration is op- 
posed to aid for the soldiers.

Batik For Spring Costumes 


Artists Contrive Splendid Ef- 


fects by Blending Colors 


and Us* of Wax ; 


By tledda Iloyt 


New .York. — Among the materials 


and fabrics which are being shown for 
the smart Spring costumes we find 
the georgeous "batik." 


Few of us know, perhaps, the mean- 


ing of batik. And yet that camouflag- 
ing of- white materials by the' use of 
colored paints and wax, has been the 
dream work of dozens of American 
artists. No press or machinery can 
create designs of such exquisite color- 
ings and shadings of colors. 
Batik has its origin on the Isle of 
Java, where native artists discovered 
the beauty of hand painted designs on 
"white linen cloth, \merlcan art'.sts 
saw the possibility of utilizing this art 
on crepe de chenes. velvets and chif- 
fons and found amazing results. 


With the introducttoa of this art in 


America, we saw negiigges like spun 
gold reflecting orilliant Autumn tones; 
blues fading into lavenders and into 
deeper tones that are as nameless as 
the colorings of a de-sert sunset. The 
batik artist strives to sell his work by 
* personal order rather than by the 
wholesale 
route. 
He feels that he 


must work something of the personal- 
ity of the wearer into fae gown. Each 
person suggests to him a different 
blending of color and certainly colors 
can expiess moods, personalities. «r?y 
for instance, suggests tranquility sim- 
"plicjty; lavender, 
quaintness; 
rose 
cheerfulness; black, poise; • etc. Today 
every lovely women has in fact a 
blending of all of these qualities. ..Thus 
the artist's logic of the' costume of 
batik. 


For a brunette, what could be more 


exotic than a gown beginning, at the 
neck line with a pale yellow, fading 
imperceptably into gold, then into dull 
orange which ends at the hem in a 
deep,; ruddy brown, the whole gown 
crackled by means of wax to simulate 
the fabrics of ancient origin and hav- 
ing a indiatict design throughout?? 


Several wholesale blouse and gown 


houses now employ their own batik 
artists. Most of these are more timid 
in their use of colorings than the art- 
ist Whose sole aim is to satisfy his soul 
rather than his appetite. Those of ue 
who feel this same timidity in the us- 
age of batiks for street wear will sure- 
ly satisfy our desire for them in the 
sanctity of our boudoirs. 


One of th« most ^cnarmlng three 
piece costumes seen on Fifth.Ave. this 
season was made; of French blue du- 
vetyne with a. three-quarter 
lenght 


cape manteau. The border of the cape 
and of the bottom of the skirt was of 
grey fox about eight inches wide. A. 
silver chain held the cape flat at the 
front waist 'line and a huge bunch of 
purple violets completed the effect. 
The turban worn with costume was 
very Russian in its high severity of 
line and did its best to conceal the'lit- 
tle bobbed locks of the youitg matron 
who wore.it. 


""Wide sleeves of Russian and Persian 


designs continue 'to reign 
supreme 


in the sleeve world. Occasionally they 
are caught in at the wrist by a narrow 
band, but always they are flaring. For 
afternoon and evening wear the gowns 
often are sleevelesss.

Serve at once 


very hot. In cases of extreme ex- 
haustion this drink may be used as 
a stimulant. 


EGG LEMONADE 


One egg. 1 lemon,

sugar, cold water. 


Beat egg well With sugar. Squeeze 


juice from 
lemon and strain into 


egg. 
Beat slightly and povr over 


crushed ice in glass. Fill with c;cold 
water. 


BEEF TEA WITH EGG 


One-half 
cup beef 
juice, 1 egg 


yolk, salt, pepper if allowed. 


If beef juice- is not at hand dilute 


beef extract in the proper propor 
tions to make % cup. Beat the yolk 
in the cup the tea is to be served in 
Season lightly with salt and pepper 
Heat the tea but do not allow It to 
boil. 
Pour over the egg, stirring 


briskly. Serve immediately. 
If the 


diet will permit serve thin stripes o 
dry toast with the tea. 


Never serve any kind of fruit juice 


without 'straining. Plain orange juic< 
should be carefully strained befor.
